It  is  customary  each  year  to  note  an  increase  in  the  popu- 
lation, the  extent  is  shown  hy  the  1961  census,  the  population 
having  increased  hy  37fc  since  1951* 

Generally  speaking  the  health  statistics  are  favourable 
except  the  infant  mortality  rate  which  is  somewhat  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  County  but  owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved  an 
annual  fluctuation  is  to  be  expected. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  a 
position  that  can  only  be  sustained  if  there  is  full  support  for 
the  campaigns  of  immunisation. 


Th©-  Council  agreed  to.  the  relaying  of  the  water 
mains  at  Littleworthj,  Winchccmber  and  to  taking  over  the  p.rivhte 
i'upply  at  Stanway  taid  extension-  of  the  niains  in  -that  area. 

It  was  agreed  that  as  far  as  possible  two  sewerage  schemes 
would  be  undertaken  each  year.  The  scheme  at  Gotherington  and 
Woolstone  was  completed  and  sewerage  work  commenced  at  Swindon 
Village  and  Aston  Cross,  Ashchurch.  Preparation  of  sewerage  schemes 
fur  Lavertun  and  Dumb let on  was  in  hand. 

Except  for  the  re-housing  of  a few  families  the  Council 
completed  this  year  its  five-year  programme  for  dealing  with  unfit 
houses  in  the  district.  The  difficult  task  placed  on  the  Council 
has  been  completed  without  friction  or  hardship  to  those  concerned. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960  came 
into  force  in  August.  Planning  permission  is  nov/  necessary  before 
a site  can  be  established  and  the  Council,  in  issuing  a licence, 
has  regard  to  model  standards  specified  by  the  Minister. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  continued  support  and  to  my  Colleagues  for  all  the  h <^p 
and  much  of  the  detailed  information  contained  in  this  Report.

276  people  died,  the  Death  Rate  heing  9.2  as  compared  with  a 
higher  rate  11.5  for  England  and  v/ales. 

IIgMl,,.MQ^I!ALITY . 

Fourteen  hahies  died  under  one  year  of  age,  the  infant  mortality 
oeing  at  the  rate  of  23.5  such  deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  In  this 
instance  the  local  rate  is  higher  than  the  national  rate  21,7.  Nine 
of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week,  prematurity  being  an 
associated  cause  of  death  in  five  cases.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 


It  is  estimated  that  approximately  80%  of  children  under  15 
years  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  and  about  50^3 
in  the  15-25  years  of  age  group.  This  protection  -was  offered  to 
people  under  40  years  in  January  i960.

There  v;ere  twelve  nev/  cases  of  tuberculosis  but  no  deaths 
from  this  disease  during  the  year.  Such  records  indicate  the  position 
with  regard  to  tuberculosis  at  the  present  time  but  the  outlook  for 
the  patient  is  much  more  favourable  because  of  modern  therapy  although 
people  do  become  infected  and  fall  victims  to  the  disease.  Pull 
support  is  required  for  preventive  rreasures,  maximum  use  made  of  the 
Mass  Radiography  Service  and  B.C.G,  Vaccination  which  is  offered  to 
children  leaving  school. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938  - Clean  Food  and  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1955* 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act, 
19385  are  in  force  for  securing  hygienic  methods  in  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air. 

The  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  require  that  clean  food  should  be 
dealt  with  only  by  clean  persons  in  clean  premises,  using  clean 
equipment  • 


Pood  shops  and  similar  establisliments  are  inspected 
regularly  to  ensure  that  the  food  is  wholesome  and  that  the  premises 
comply  with  requirements.

These  Acts  give  local  authorities  power  to  apply  to  the 
Courts  ;for  the  compulsory  removd  of  aged  or  sick  persons  who  are 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themsel.ves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people  proper  care  and 
at  tent  "ion. 
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It  v/as  necessary  to  make  three  such  applications o 

One  v/as  an  old  lady  in  her  ninetieth  year,  v/ho  lived  alone, 
was  partially  blind  and  had  congestive  heart  failure. 

The  second  an  old  man  of  35  years  living  alone  in  a remote 
cottage  and  unable  to  get  out  of  his  room  because  of  chronic 
bronchitis  and  heart  failure. 

The  third  an  old  man  of  83  years  living  alone  in  a roadside 
cottage  no  longer  orientated  as  to  time  and  place,  apt  to  wander 
and  found  v/i  th  superficial  injuries. 

^t  the  time  of  removal  they  v/ere  content  to  go  to  hospital. 
Old  People^  s Yv'elfare  Committee 

The  Council  have  set  up  an  Old  People ^s  Welfare  Committee 
to  co-ordinate  efforts  on  behalf  of  old  people  throughout  the  v/hole 
of  the  Rural  District,  This  Committee  has  proved  most  useful,  it 
meets  quarterly  and  is  attended  by  representatives  from  each  parish 
who  report  on  the  local  situation. 

Problem  Families 

Arrangements  were  agreed  between  the  County  Council  and  the 
District  Council  concerning  a scheme  for  the  rehabilitation  of  problem 
families. 


When  arrears  of  rent  are  such  as  to  render  a family  liable 
to  eviction  from  a Council  house,-  the  circumstances  are  reported  to 
the  County  Rehabilitation  Officer,  Mr.  Burtonshaw. 

It  is  found  that  the  maiin  causes  cf  non-payment  of  rent  are:- 

(1)  Lack  of  proper  budgeting  of  family  income. 

(2)  Over  commitment  on  hire  purchase  of  non  essential  household 
articles. 

(3)  A general  belief  that  all  debts  have  precedence  over 
payment  of  rent , _ 

In  spite  of  the  obvious  difficulties  in  the  vid  rk  of  such  an 
Officer,  a successful  start  has  been  made  to  secure  the 
rehabilitation  of  these  families  in  their  own  home.

The  laboratory  is  part  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  no  charge  is  made  for  making  use 
of  its  services.

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HOD.IE  HI:LP  SERVICE 


This  Service  is  organised  hy  the  County  Council  and  a charge 
is  made  according  to  a scale  of  assessment. 

The  Home  Help  takes  over  the  running  of  the  home  where  the 
housewife  is  temporarily  incapacitated  through  illness,  as  noted 
elsewhere  the  Service  is  very  useful  to  old  people  v^o  can  no  longer 
manage  because  of  infirmity. 

Miss  Cross,  the  Area  Home  Help  Organiser,  reports  that 
during  the  year  150  cases  received  assistance  through  the  Service.

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PROGRESS  IN  DEALING  WITH  UNPIT  HOUSES 


Housinp;  Act  1957 . 

The  pr'ogress  in  dealing  v/ith  unfit  houses  in  the  area  has 
heen  greater  in  the  year  under  review  than  in  any  previous  year  since 
the  conmencement  of  the  programme.  The  Council  held  two  special 
meetings,  one  in  March  to  deal  with  the  FIFTH  instalment,  and  one  in 
November  to  deal  with  the  SIXTH  and  last  instalment. 

The  reports  on  these  two  instalments  together  referred  to 
109  dwellings  which  were  classified  in  Category  V at  the  1954/5 
re-survey  or  which  had  been  regraded  in  Category  V subsequently. 

These  two  final  instalments  disposed  of  all  the  remaining  unfit 
dwellings  in  the  parishes  of  Buckland,  Dumbleton,  Snowshill,  ^tanway, 
Sudoley,  Toddington,  Winchcombe  and  Twyning. 

But  by  the  time  these  109  dwellings  v/ere  reported  upon,  no 
less  than  34  had  been  so  improved  by  the  owners  ^i/i  thout  formal  action  as 
to  justify  their  reclassification  into  higher  categories,  thus  leaving 
only  75  to  be  dealt  v/ith  by  the  Council.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the 
formal  procedures  had  been  completed,  including  the  hearing  by  the 
Council  of  ov/ners*  submissions. 

Mr.  Rosser  v/ill  be  giving  in  his  report  a detailed  summary  of 
the  action  taken  by  the  Council  in  connection  v/ith  these  75  houses.  It 
is  WDrthy  of  mention,  however,  that  the  number  of  housing  units  that 
the  Council  may  have  to  provide  for  displaced  families  is  not  likely 
to  exceed  28.

r Pool 


The  pool  is  well  maintained  and  administered  by  the  Stanton 
Parish  Council,  The  water,  vhich  is  supplied  by  the  Cheltenham 
Rural  District  Council  at  a concessionary  charge  from  its  public 
supply  reservoir,  is  treated  with  sulphate  of  ammonia  and  chloros. 

The  pool  is  emptied,  thoroughly  cleansed  and  refilled  at  approximately 
fortnightly  intervals.  During  the  year  under  review  the  Parish 
Council  painted  the  v/alls  and  floor  of  the  pool  with  a special 
brilliant  blue  rubberised  paint  and  this,  together  v/ith  treatment  v/ith 
copper  sulphate  prior  to  each  emptying,  has  been  successful  in 
inhibiting  the  growth  of  algae. 


The  bacteriological  condition  of  the  water  continues 
consisteritly  satisfactory.  The  last  san^le  taken  when  the  pool  had 
been  in  use  for  a fortnight  gave  the  following  result 

Coliform  bacilli  (per  100  m.l.)  - NIL 

Plate  count  24  hours  at  37°C.  - Less  than  one  per  m.l. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Part  of  the  Rural  District  is  within  the  supply  areas  of  the 
Gloucester  and  Cheltenham  Corporation’s  water  undertakings. 

The  Council’s  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality.  All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

Seven  scmples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  and 
two  samples  for  chemical  examination;  in  addition  eighteen 
bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies.

v/ork  of  his  Department  for  the  year  i960. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I.  have  again  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Department  for  v/hich  I am  responsible  to  the  Council, 

The  activities  of  the  Council  have  continued  to  increase  and 
in  the  succeeding  part  of  the  report  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with 
various  duties  under  separate  headings,  unless  they  have  already  been 
dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


HOUSING 

The  building  of  private  houses  has  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  it  is  possible  for  anyone  v/ho  v/ishes  to  urchase  to  find 
suitable  accommodation  v/ithin  a short  period.  The  number  of  completed 
private  houses  v/as  236  in  i960  as  against  213  in  1939  and  the  number 
in  course  of  erection  had  risen  to  139  ns  against  91  at  the  end  of  1939. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  in  the  District  totalled  32? 
and  based  on  an  average  of  3i  persons  per  house,  this  means  that  lliiii 
persons  have  been  provided  vi/ith  permanent  accommodation  during  the  year. 

The  efforts  of  this  Council  have  been  directed  to  providing 
housing  at  Bishops  Cleeve  and  Vi/inchcombe . 4 houses  are  now  in  course 

of  erection  at  Bishops  Cleeve,  7 at  Eimstone  Hardwicke  and  6 at  Prestbury. 

The  list  of  applications  for  Council  houses  fluctuates  in  the 
region  of  330/400  and  shov/s  a slight  increase  as  against  the  previous 
two  years •

The  occupation  of  caravans  is  still  a f :ature  of  the 
housing  of  people  in  the  district. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  i960  the  Council  still  controlled 
accommodation  on  the  former  camp  site  at  The  Park,  Stoke  Orchard. 
The  policy  of  the  Council  1 tn  rehouse  the  families  from  this  site 
continued  and  only  9 families  remained  at  the  end  of  i960.  The 
buildings  are  being  disposed  of  in  accordance  v/ith  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

The  year  under  reviev/  saw  increased  activity  in  dealing  v/ith 
unfit  houses,  hringing  to  a conclusion  this  phase  of  the  Council's 
five  year  programme.  During  the  year  the  Council  held  two  special 
meetings,  one  in  March  and  one  in  November,  to  deal  with  the  fifth 
and  eijxth  instalments.  The  reports  on  those  tv/o  instalments  covered 
together  a total  of  109  dv;ellings  v/hich  v/ere  classified  in  Category  V 
et.  the  1954/^  I’e-survey  or  which  had  been  added  since. 

These  two  final  instalments  i.isposed  of  all  the  remaining 
unfit  dwellings  in  the  parishes  of  Buckland,  Dumbl>?ton,  Snovtfshill,  Stanway, 
Sudeley,  Toddington,  Winchcombe,  and  Tv/yning« 

By  the  time  v'.''  109  dwellings  v;ere  reported  upon  no  loss  than 

34  of  them  had  been  so  .oi; proved  by  the  ov/ners  without  formal  action  as 
to  justify  up-grading  into  higher  categories,  leaving  only  75  to  be 
dealt  with  by  the  Council.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Statutory 
formalities  im^.osed  on  the  authority  by  the  Housing  Act  had  been 
completed  including  the  hearing  by  the  Council  of  owners’  submissions.

The  FiveYear  Programme  of  Slum  Clearance 

Under  Section  I of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954? 
local  authorities  were  asked  to  carry  out  surveys  of  unfit  dwellings 
in  th'Cir  areas,  to  submit  returns  showing  the  estimated  number  of  such 
houseis,  and  to  make  proposals  for  programmes  of  clearance  extending 
over  the  five  years  beginning  in  January  1956  and  ending  in. 

Decenfber  196C. 

A re-survey  of  the  unfit  dwellings  in  the  Council’s  area 
wa.'s  commenced  in  Cctober  1954  and  completed  in  July  1955.  This 
allowed  that  there  v/ere  322  dwellings  in  the  district  which  were  ’’unfit 
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for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  at  a reasonable  expense  of  being 
rendered  so  fit” . 

In  reporting  this  fact  to  the  Ministry  the  Council  gave  the 
commencing  date  as  January  1936 • The  Ministry  notified  the  Council 
that  having  regtird  to  the  circumstances  prevailing  in  the  Rural 
District  Council  area  eight  years  v/as^  regarded  as  a reasonable  period 
for  the  completion  of  the  scheme. 

The  Council  decided  to  carry  out  the  programme  by  annual 
instalments^  each  instalment  to  comprise  one  large  parish  or  a group 
of  smaller  parishes.  In  fact  the  programme  ran  into  six  instalments j 
the  last  tv/o  of  which  were  dealt  v/ith  at  special  meetings  of  the 
Council  held  in  March  and  November  i960. 

Thus 5 the  Council’s  orig'inal  five-year  aim  was  achievedj 
despite  the  Ministry’s  concession. 

As  the  v;ork  proceeded  it  vvas  found  that  many  owners  had 
anticipated  the  Council’s  action  and  had  so  far  improved  their 
properties  as  to  raise  them  out  of  the  ’’unfit”  category,  v/ithout 
waiting  for  formal  action.  Also,  a few  dwellings  not  in  the  original 
programme  had  to  be  added  because  of  deterioration.

The  next  Phase 

In  January  of  this  yec.v  the  Ministry  addressed  a circular  to 
local  authorities  suggesting  that  those  authorities  who  expected  to 
complete  their  current  five-year  programme  before. the  end  of  i960  should 
make  a final  check  to  satisfy  themselves  that  there  are  no  more  unfit 
houses  requiring  action. 
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In  pursuance  of  this  suggestion  the  Council  instructed  mo  to 
undertake  a re-survey  of  all  Category  IV  dv/ellings  to  ascertain  if 
any  of  these  had  so  far  deteriorated  as  ^to  justify  slum  clearance 
action.

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960  came 
into  operation  in  August  I96O  and  this  undoubtedly  brought  with  it 
an  increase  in  the  duties  for  all  departments. 


Following  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Act  the  Minister 
issued  a set  of  Model  Standards  v/ith  respect  to  the  layout  of,  and  the 
provision  of  facilities,  services  and  equipment  for  caravan  sites, 

V/hen  the  Act  came  into  force  the  Council  set  up  a special 
Comini ttee  to  deal  with  this  and  tv/o  important  steps  were  taken  by 
this  Committee, 

(v)  To  prepare  standards  suitable  for  conditions  in  this  area 
such  being  based  on  the  Model  Standards  issued  by  the 
Minister, 

- (2)  To  cause  a survey  to  be  undertaken  in  order  to' ascertain 
the  size  of  the  problem. in  this  district. 

By  early  December  i960  it  had  been  ascertained  that  in  the 
various  parishes  there  v/ere  293  caravan  sites  containing  694  caravans, 
and  of  these  the  owners  of  88  sites  had  already  made  applications  for 

site  licences. 

A Conference,  at  which  this  Council  ¥/as  represented,  was  also 
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arranted  between  the  Planjiing  Authority  and  District  Councils  at 
Which  agreement  was  reached  as  to  the  various  conditions  to  he 
dealt  with  hy  the  respective  authorities. 

The  New  Act  is  a measure  welcomed  hy  this  Council  as  for 
a number  of  years  members  felt  that  the  powers  and  lorovisions 
contained  in  the  Public  Health  Acts  were  insufficient  to  deal  v/ith 
this  rapidly  developing  problem. 

In  the  proceeding  paragraphs  I have  described  the  position 
as  apertaining  in  December  I96O,  The  information  and  experience 
gained  up  to  this  date  is  insufficient  hOY;ever  to  form  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  the  Act  will  bring  about  all  the  desired  improvements.

Se^^e_  Disposal. 

During  the  year  two  major  schemes  for  providing  sev/ers 
and  sewage  disposal  v/orks  were  completed.  At  The  Reddings, 

Badgeworth  the  seWers  were  extended  to  serve  this  area  v/hilst  at 
Gotherington  and  Woolstone  v/orks  of  providing  new  sev/ers  and  a 
sewage  disposal  works  were  completed  and  put  into  operation. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  gave 
authority  to  obtain  tenders  for  sewerage  schemes  to  deal  v/ith  the 
village  of  Swindon  and  the  hamlet  of  Aston  Cross,  Ashchiirch, 

The  Ministry  also  conducted  Inquiries  into  the  need  for 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  Dumbleton  and  Lavarton  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  it  was  anticipated  that  permission  to  provide 
new  sev/ers  and  the  disposal  works  would  be  forthcoming  in  due  course. 

Samples  of  sev;age  effluents  v/ere  taken  periodically  at  the 
Council  *s  sev;erage  works  and  I6  samples  v/ere  submitted  for  analysis.

The  total  length  of  cast  iron  and  asbestos  distributor 
mains  oYmed  by  the  Council  of  diameters  from  2 - 9 inches  is 
approximately  i1l  miles.  In  addition  there  are  approximately  11'2- 
miles  of  galvanised,  copper  and  asbestos  pipes  of  betv;een  f''  and  2” 
diameter  and  21 -J-  miles  of  supply  and  pumping  mains  from  3 to  6 inches 
in  diameter. 


Built  up  areas  receive  two  collections  and  the  remainder 
of  the  district  one  collection  approximately  every  fortnight.  This 
arrangement  is  satisfactory  and  has  overcome  previous  difficulties 
wjiich  had  been  encountered  especially  at  holiday  times. 


The  controlled  method  of  tipping  is  undertaken  and  refuse
